If in any of these regards woman is de- 

prived of her rights or wronged by unjust 

restrictions, the injustice should be ex- 

posed and corrected. But it cannot be 

necessary in doing this to resort to false- 

hood or misrepresentation, as those do who 

assert that the sexes are now separated by 

hostile interests. From much that is said 

on this subject we might infer 

that the men of this country—and of all 

civilized countries; for that matter—have 
combined to oppress and trample upon 

their mothers, wives, and sisters. The 
tyranny of the horrid men and the wrongs 
inflicted on long-suffering women are 
favorite topics with the advocates of 
“ woman’s rights.” Thatthere are indolent 
and incompetent men, who neglect to pro- 
vide for their families, is not to be denied. 
And there are base and brutal husbands 
and fathers, who are a terror to their wives 
and children. But these are exceptional 
cases. Close the whisky-shops, and 
lay the heavy hand of the law upon the 
business of drunkard-making, and the 
tyrannical husbands will not greatly out- 

number the termagant wives. Leaving 
the curse of ram out of the account, and 
it is not easy to say whether the laziness 
of men or the bad management of their 
wives does most to cause the poverty and 
suffering of the destitute classes. Human 
nature is selfish, and there is a good deal 
of human nature in both men and women; 
but any general antagonism beteween the sexes 
isimpossible. Their interests are so re- 
lated and interblended that no power can 
separate them, much less array them un- 
der opposing standards. And when one 
man and one woman are joined together 
by love in the holy state of matrimony 
they are no more twain, but one flesh. 
Any conflict between them would be as 
unnatural as a conflict between the differ- 
ent members of the same body. The hus- 
band who attempts to oppress or degrade 
his wife is a madman, who hates his own 
flesh. No reconstruction of society, there- 
fore, is needed to abolish this imaginary 
antagonism between the sexes. There is 
some truth, but a good deal of exaggeration, 
in much that is said with regard to the pres- 
ent sphere of woman's activities and the 
compensation she receives for her work. 
All must admit, and deplore the fact, that 
for certain kinds of work she now re- 
ceives an altogether inadequate compen- 
sation. If it could be shown that the 
ballot in her hands would correct this 
evil, it would be a very strong argu- 
ment in favor of female suffrage. 
But those who have studied this subject 
most carefully will be the last to believe 
that the price of work of any kind can be 
controlled by legistation. And “ niment- 
up Utica” contracts the powers of the 
women of our day. The more I consider 
this question the more I incline to the 
belief that about one-half of all the work 
needed in the world lies within the limits of 
domestic and feminine avocations. 

If I am right in this, the great majcrity 
of American women have no occasion to 
abandon their womanly positions in search 
of a wider sphere of activity and uscful- 
ness. No work is more honorable or im- 
portant than that in which the good wives 
and mothers of our country are now en- 
gaged ; nor is it by any means clear that it 
is more difficult for women as a class than 
for men to obtain an honest livelihood. I 
have made observation on my Own account, 
and consulted gentlemen who are in the 
best positions for understanding this ques- 
tion, and am led to the conclusion that the 
men in Chicago whe are to-day seeking 





shouki not think of entering it. They are 
exceptional cases, and are to be aided in 
their efforts to achieve usefulness in the 
career they have marked out for them- 
selves. But anything done for them, or for 
any other class of persens, that tends to 
disparage matrimony, or that detracts from 
the dignity of the offices of wife and 
mother, inflicts a grievous injury on 
society. 
We cannot close our eyes to the corrupt 
‘influences and evil tendencies of the times. 
The diverce laws of many of our states, 
and the proceedings under them, are as bad 
as the worst features of Mormonism. They 
are sapping the foundations of domestic 
peace and social order, and threaten to 
make us at no distant day like Sodom and 
Gomorrah. The friends of woman’srights 
are not to be held responsible for the con- 
duct and tea¢hings of all. who champion 
their cause. But it is not to be denicd that 
some who aspire to be leaders in this 
movement are proclaiming the most 
atrocious doctrines. They declare 
through the press and from the platform 
fhat “ the marriage institution is a failure,” 
and that the triumph of female suffrage is 
to inaugurate the reign of free love. 
Abominable as these teachings are, they 
are less dangerous than the indirect and 
subtle influences which are operating to 
bring the institution of marriage ‘into dis- 
repute. This holy institution is threatened 
from opposite directions. On the one 
side are the devotees of frivolity and 
fashion. The young men who aspire to 
take rank with this class hesitate to 
marry—some from an aversion to its 
restraints, and others from the fear that 
they may not be able to support a wife in 
idleness and luxury. The young women 
of this class are ready enough to marry; 
but have no appreciation of the honor and 
responsibilities of the new relation. Rather 
than charge themselves with the care of a 
house, they live in hotels and boarding- 
houses. Children, which are a “ heritage 
from the Lord,” and a true wife’s choicest 
jewels, are regarded as impediments to 
a life of selfish enjoyment. Where these 
little ones are permitted to be they receive 
no warm and motherly welcome into the 
world. Such women are dead while they 
live. It is as natural fora true and good 
woman, who is happily married, to rejoice 
at the birth of children as it is for her to 
grieve when she is bereft of them by 
death. The vows and prayers of Hannah, 
and the weeping and lamentation of Ra- 
chel, were alike womanly and becoming. 
These women—with their devotion to dress 
and dancing, gadding from house to 
house, making useless calls, and indulging 
in senseless gossip—are a disgrace to their 
sex and a reproach to the mothers who 
bore them. One could as soon feel respect 
for a chattering magpie as for one of these 
women. At the opposite extreme we en- 
counter a class of women who seem,to 
pride themselves on being strong-minded 
and unfeminine. They spend little time 
in cultivating graceful accomplishments 
or in the discharge of home duties. Paul 
said that he had the power to lead about a 
wife. These women glory in having no 
husband; or, if they have one, in being 
able to go to and fro without any of 
his assistance. The apostle judged 
that long hair was a glory to a woman. 
To show their contempt for his judg- 
ment, or for some other reason, they crop 
their hair and wear their abbreviated 
locks in tom-boy style. They speak con- 
temptuously of a mother’s tender and loy- 
ing offices, and sneer at the women who 
have no higher mission than to stay at 
home and “tend babies.” It is only a few 
weeks since one of the organs of woman’s 
rights contained an article in this strain— 
and from the pen of a woman, too—that

could bardly have been more offensive in 











one of the essential conditions of individu- 
al wealth; but itso elevates men in the 
scale of being as to generate a produc- 
tive and thrifty system of industry. 
While it is a religion to save the soul, it is 
also a religion to place the rights of prop- 
erty on a safe foundation, and at the same 
time convert men into a community of act- 
ive, ardent, and enterprising laborers. For 
this reason Christian nations are richer 
and stronger than the Pagan nations of 
the earth. Any nation will grow rich 
faster with the Gospel than it possibly can 
without it. It will construct more rail- 
roads, build more cifies, cultivate more 
land, erect more factories, supply more 
merchants, employ ‘a greater amount of 
skilled labor; accumulate more wealth for 
permanent improvemente—in a word, 
more effectually do all those things upon 
which the thrift of a people depends. Is 
then the support of this Gospel to be 
deemed an act of grudgitig charity doled 
out to a greedy beggar? » Do a people lose 
money when they pay it for that which 
makes them richer than they otherwise 
would be? Is not that a safe business 
which returns more than it costs? The 
millions of dollars expended in this coun- 
try for Christian institutions are wisely 
spent. No money cin be put to a better 
use. The return, in enhanced value and 
increased production, is much greater than 
the outlay. 

But even this view does not present the 
whole case; since, as we now proceed to 
say, the Gospel firmly planted among a 
people, and there exerting its moral power, 
will lessen the expenses of society, as arising 
from vice and crime, more than it takes to 
support it, thus leaving a clear profit in 
the way of reduced expenditure. Christian 
institutions are actually cheaper than the 
costiy vices which they: restrain or wholly 
prevent, but which are sure to exist in 
their absence. It costs more to support 
vice than virtue; more to conduct a war 
than to educate a people, so that they will 
have no disposition to fight; more to pay 
the bills of a corrupt goverament than 
those ofa virtuous one; more to take care 
of a drunkard than it would if he were a 
sober man; and more to secure and con- 
vict a criminal than by good influence to 
have prevented him from becoming such. 
The heaviest burdens of society spring 
from the vices that exist in its bosom; 
and hence, just in proportion as we elevate 
and sanctify humanity, we remove the 
sources of expense growing out of a low 
state of morals. This is precisely what the 
Gospel seeks to accomplish. We can do 
more with it to dry up the streams of vice 
than we can with any other power known 
among men. Society with it will be less 
taxed than it will be without it; and hence 
it will be richer by all the difference be- 
tween costly vice and economical virtue. 
“We can afford,” said a man of large 


wealth but no piety, “to pay liberally for 


the support of the Gospel, because its good 
influence will cost less tan the vices that 
we must pay for without it.” 

Moreover, religion of some kind is ar ir- 
repealable necessity in the constitution and 
history of man; and, ofall religions known 
on earth, thatof the Bible is the cheapest. 
Blot out the light of.Christianity in this 
land, and the errors and superstitions of 
some false system will take its place, cost- 
ing more than Christianity—more in tem- 
ples, altars, and offerings; more in the time 
demanded for its rites; and,more in the 
number of priests to be supported. No 
form of organized heathepism can be 
maintained at so liitle cost as the Gospel. 
It is, indeed, the simplest and the cheapest 
religion in the world. If, therefore, a peo- 
ple want a cheap religion, here is just the 
article for them. It is the cheapest thing 
of the kind in the market. And, if they

The crowded assembly took up the chorus,

After the songs of praise were sung we 
discoursed together about those inspiring 
as well as inspired words of Paul: “ All 
things are yours; and ye are ChrisPs.” 
God makes ali things in his universe to 
conspire together for the good of his re- 
deemed church. And then, in turn, a 
blood-bought child of Christ should make 
everything he is and everything he has 
contribute to the service of his Redeemer. 
Consecration to Christ was the fitting 
theme for our meditation. Every frag- 
ment of the broken loaf on the communion- 
table, every drop of the pure wine in the 
cup, seemed to speak as from Jesus’s lips : 
Ye are mine! ye are not your own; ye are 
bought with a price; wherefore glorify me 
with your bodies and souls which are 
mine. 

‘When the discourse was ended a large 
group came forward, at the calling of their 
names, to make their solemn covenant 
with Jesus.

In some 
pews the tears of joy ran like rain. As I 
watched one timid woman steal slowly up 
the aisle to the “altar,” I thought of 
another grateful penitent who once stole 
up humbly to the Master’s feet with a 
precious box of alabaster. Ah! there 
have been many an alabaster-box broken 
to-day in yonder sanctuary, and the atmos- 
phere was filled with the “odor of the 
ointment.”

Christianity and Nature alike declare 
that the offices of charity belong to the 
individual. He cannot transfer them 
wholly to the state, or the municipality, 
without damage to his soul and harm to 
the cause of true charity. For these rea- 
sons, and because the system of public 
charity, enforced by taxation, weakens 
the sources of individual benevolence, it 
ought to be restricted within the narrowest 


Legal public charity, in any form, is a 
poor substitute for personal charity; be- 
cause it tends to divorce love from duty. 
It is salt which has lost part of its savor. 
He who from kindly impulse gives a loaf, 
or a day’s work, to a poor man savors bis 
gift with that charity which makes it more 
grateful to the recipient, and returns to 
himself in blessing which increases with 
every repetition and makes him spirit- 
None of the spiritea] 
essence of the gift, none of that which 
makes it true charity, is lost im the 
transfer when the parties come face to 
face. The transfer, too, is made more 
economical; fora man wi!l naturally see 
that the most is made of his loaf. The 
further off we get from this mode of 
charity the less satisfactory, less effectual, 
less frugal it becomes. Ifthe giver sends 
his wife, or his daughter, or his trusty 
almoner, a little of the virtue is lost to him; 
if he delegates the duty to the parish, to 
the county, to the state, the more costly it 
becomes in every way, spiritually and 
materially. . The loaf which he gave with 
his own hand, costing but a penny, may 
cost a sixpence before it reaches the re- 


“Nay,” says the Doctor, “it may be 
that delegated charity ceases to be sancti- 
fied to the giver ; so that, although he may 
draw his check for thousands, to feed and 
clothe the poor, he will not find it written 
down in Christ’s account that he gave

We noticed, here and there, heuses appar- 
ently venerable enough to have looked 
upon the scene. Without doubt we 
glanced into many a ravine and at many a 
hill-top whence blazed the muskets of the 
yeomen against the bleeding column on its 
agonizing retreat. 

However destitute of architectural 
grace the monument upon Lexington 
Green, beside modern structures—memo- 
rial of the tragedy once enacted there— 
no American can look upon it without a 
thrill of patriotic feeling, and of admira- 
tion at the daring which began the armed 
resistance tothe mighty power of England. 
The Soldiers’ Monument at Concord is 
beautiful in design and in execution; but 
our noble dead lie on so many fields—there 
are 80 many monuments of like character 
in our land—that the story which dis tells 
necessarily lacks the completeness and 
patriotic sentiment of that suggested by 
the weather-stained one at Lexington. 
Finding the grounds specially devoted 
to pleasure-parties fully occupied, we with- 
drew to a quieter place, beneath the tall 
pines, where we lunched ; and then, resum- 
ing our seats in the carriage, skirted the 
northern border of the pond, occasionally 
obtaining a view of the water through 
some opening in the dense fringe of bushes 








enough, wants freedom and increased 
power.

At the eastern end of the pond is a brief 
strip of sandy beach. The greater portion 
of the margin, however, is paved by Na- 
ture with small pebbles, which have evi- 
dently rolled from the banks, and been 
bedded and leveled by the action of ice. 
From this paving Mr. Thoreau suggests 
the origin of the name—‘“Walled-in 
Pond.” 

The rise and fall of the water has doubt- 
less some work to accomplish—for instance, 
in preventing the growth of bushes from 
encroaching on the walk which skirts 
the pond. As the pond has neither 
inlet nor outlet—save from rain, snow, 
and evaporation—no satisfactory ex- 
planation of this periodical increase 
has been given. Even the sharp observa- 
tion of Mr. Thoreau, who made the ponda 
study, failed to detect the cause; although 
he mentions that ice-cutters have discov- 
ered that overa eertain spot the ice is 
always two or three inches thinner than 
elsewhere; perhaps inditating an inlet 
from a subaqueous spring, the water from 
which, rising toward the surface, on 
account of its warmer temperature, either 
prevents so thick a congelation as in 
other parts, or dissolves the ice to some 
extent. The increase is in depth about 
seven feet, and occurs at intervals of 
twenty-five or thirty years. 

A curious fact with regard to the move- 
ment of the ice under the pressure of a 
gentle breeze was discovered by Mr. 
Thoreau, while making a survey of the 
pond upon ice sixteen inches in thickness. 
This apparently solid floor undulated to 
that degree that when two legs of his level 
were upon the land and thethird upon the 
ice, and the sights directed across the pond, 
the rise and fall made a difference of 
several feet on a tree upon the further 
shore:

AFTER riding through a gloomy coun- 
try for sixty miles 8. W. of Macon, we 
enter Andersonville, that scene of prison- 
horrors. It rained, and this added to our 
gloom of mind. Words cannot describe 
our sad and mournful feelings. How else 
can a Union man feel? It is a very small 
place, only a railroad station and a few 
poor dwellings. Formerly it was a dense 
forest, far-removed from everybody almost, 
and every Union danger; when it was 
selected for a prison-place. Three men 
formerly owned all these lands. They: 
still live here and claim them. Only 
some twenty whites, all told, are here. 
Several hundred blacks live in and about 
the place. It isa rolling, hilly place; red 
sand soil. A little run ef -zater passes 
through it; also through the prison-stock- 
ade. It is theValley of Gehenna to us, and 
looks almost like blood as it runs over the 


red sand.

was not altogether natural, and resembled 
that of most persons who are partially 
deaf. We spoke to him slowly and dis. 
tinctly, giving full play to the lips, and oc- 
casionally spelling a word that he did not 
readily understand. Once I involuntarily 
formed the letters of a word with the fin- 
ger-alphabet, which I had been in the 
habit of using with a mute friend. He 
immediately said: “Do not do so. I 
would rather read from the lips.” He had 
but slight difficulty in understanding any 
of us, except one gentleman, who wore a 
full beard, which concealed the play of the 
lips and lower part of the face; and by a 
little closer attention could soon converse 
comfortably even with him. I cannot 
help again referring to the intense interest 
and enjoyment which he manifested in 
carrying on this conversation, the strict 
scrutiny which he was obliged to give to 
every motion of the lips seeming rather to 
exhilarate than to fatiguehim. There was 
in his mannuer @ touching mixture of child- 
like, unaffected pleasure in this new and 
unrestricted method of communication ; 
and a deeper manly sense of the wider 
career which bis attainments were open- 
ing to him. Mr. Greene’s modes ¢f ex- 
pression were those ofa person accustomed 
to cultivated society, with no other pecu- 
liarity than that of extreme correctness 
and the avoidance of contractions. Nor 
was this evident merely in regard to the 
common, everyday topics with which he 
might be supposed to have become famil- 
jar. Description of a novelty in science or 
art is usually considered a good test of the 
power of expression. Planchette was then 
the latest sensation. It had been for some 
little time before the public; but none of 
us had happened to see or even hear of it. 
Mr. Greene had manipulated it, was much 
interested in the subject, and undertook to 
tell us all about it. This he did with so 
much clearness and precision that it 
would have been easy to construct the 
machine simply from his oral descripticn. 
No part of the odd little contrivance was 
omitted; and when Planchette and I met, 
thanks to his introduction, we were not 
strangers. In this manner an hour and a 
half passed very pleasantly, as it seemed, 
to Mr. Greene; and formy own part I was 
filled with wonder and delight at the 
results of a system of instruction so 
doubtfully regarded by many teachers of 
the deaf and dumb. 

Roscoe Greene is nineteen years of age, 
and lost his hearing at seven, in conse- 
quence of inflammation of the brain. He 
retained some power of articulation; but 
could read less than a dozen words from 
the lips when he entered Miss Rogers's 
school, at Chelmsford, Mass., in 1866. He 
now reads from the lips in school, and in 
the family, having a lesson in pbys 
ical geography daily, which is given 
to him orally by the teacher, and 
afterward written out by him from 
memory. He does shopping without diffi- 
culty, understanding strangers as well as 
those to whom he is acoustomed, pro- 
vided they speik distinctly. Perhaps 
even a more remarkable case is that of 
Theresa B. Dudley, a girl of fourteen, who 
is a pupil in the same institution. She is 
a congenital mute, and up to October, 
1867, communicated only by the manual 
alphabet and signs. Now she reads read- 
ily and rapidly from the lips, so that she 
follows the family conversation, and some- 


sual interest originated in this manner.

it was called together for the purpose of 
taking measures to petition Congress for 
an amendment to the Constitution that 
should give woman the franchise. And 
this effort, by the way, resulted in obtain- 
ing over seventeen hundred adult names 
to such a petition, which was presented to 
Congress by our worthy representative, 
Hon. Dennis McCarthy. When the asso- 
ciation met to prepare this petition for 
presentation it was decided to calla meet- 
ing, and invite all, regardless of sect or | 
party, to attend and take part in the dis- 
cussion of the question of Female Suffrage. 
Notice of this meeting was published in all 
our city papers, and at the time appointed 
our City hall was filled to its utmost ca- 
pacity. To accommodate as many as 
possible, the speeches were limited to ten 
minutes’ duration, and the speakers to one 
‘speech during the evening. The discus- 
sion opened ‘at seven and closed at ten 
o'clock, and was entered into with great 
earnestness. Most of the speakers took 
the side of the affirmative, but enough the 
side of the negative to keep up the inter- 
est. At the close of the meeting many 
who desired to express their views had 
not had an opportunity, for want of time; 
so the meeting was adjourned to the next 
week. 

At the adjourned meeting the hall was 
more crowded than at the first meeting, 
and the interest increased. In this manner 
the discussion continued week after week 
for some five weeks ; and was participated 
in by ministers, lawyers, physicians, teach- 
ers, mechanics, and many women. And 
the discussion did not close here, but was 
taken up by the press. All three of our 
daily papers published editorials in favor 
of the reform, and many communications 
on both sides of the question daily ap- 
peared and are still appearing in our city 
papers. Encouraged by this liberal public 
sentiment in favor of the reform, the 
friends decided to hold a county conven- 
tion, to be composed of ten delegates from 
each ward and town in the county, and 
organize a county association. This con- 
vention came off yesterday, and was a 
great success. Nearly every ward and 
town was represented. Some of our ladies 
of the first standing im society attended 
and took an active part in the convention. 
Rev. 8. J. May presided, assisted br two 
ladies as secretaries, with ten vice-presi- 
dents, mostly ladies. 

A county central committee, composed 
of ten active and earnest members, locat- 
ed in different sections of the ccuaty, was 
appointed ; and a pian adepted to fuily or- 
ganize every town, ward, and :ch0!-dis- 
trict in the county. A platform of princi- 
ples, with an able adress, was gpopted, 
which will be priat and circulated 
thronghout the owi,. The convention 
continued throucgy. «= Msrnoon and eve- 
ning, and th: «<= = which 2 was held 
was crowdeu = --.2::" the whole session. 
Allour city peovu. sported its proceed- 
ings.

R. Calthrop, of the Unitarian 
church cf this city; Mrs. Dr. Strubridge, 
of Cortland; a: many of our own citi- 
zens, addressed tte ccnvention ably and 
eloquently m favor ¢ this extension of 
the franchise.

and we have gone to work and intend to 
labor to make Onondaga County the ban- 
ner county in the grand warfare for uni- 
versal suffrage.

....A small collection of paintings by Elihu 
Vedder have been on exhibition at the gallery 
of Mr. Snedecor, in Broadway, for a week or 
two past, which will enhance the reputation 
of that remarkable artist. The largest and 
perhaps the most striking of them is a repre- 
sentation of the Death of Abcl, a subject 
which the somber feeling and qnaint fancies 
of the artist are peculiarly adapted to illus- 
trate. The story is told with the simple 
solemnity of the original text. The figure of 
the murdered brother lies stretched before 
his altar, on which the burning sacrifice still 
sends its flame to Heaven, while the altar of 
Cain is without aspark to enliven it. The 
landscape is bare, weird, and blighted, as 
though it were still suffering from the 
wrath of its Creator. The dead Alchemist 
is the subject of another picture, 
which represents» another martyr, but 
of a different character The dead Alche- 
mist is a martyr to science and the greed of 
gold. He lies cold and deserted before his 
furnace, in which the fires are extinguished ; 
his broken crucibles and empty retorts seem 
to reproach him for his useless labors. To all 
the toilers and moilers after wealth in these 
greedy days—who seck to turn :verything into 
gold, who have the mercenary passion of the 
Alchemist, without his devotion to science— 
this highly-wrought painting preaches a pow- 
erful sermon. Toil on as you may, it says, 
and, whether you succeed or not in your 
efforts, this must be your reward at last. It 
is the great merit of all of Mr. Vedder's paint- 
ings that they suggest vastly more than they 
represent. Even the small studies of natural 
scenery have in them a solemn meaning. 
The low tone in which they are painted 
is like the minor key in music, which com- 
pels a sad and contemplative frame of mind. 
The stiff, dark poplars and cypress trees 
which he introduces in his little views of 
Italian landscape have a peculiarly solemn 
and spectral appearance. There is nothing 
common-place in the treatment of his sub- 
jects, however common-place the subjects 
may be in themselves, There is a series of 
small pictures in the collection illustrating 
the old fable of the Miller and his Ass, which 
is so thoroughly imbued with the very senti- 
ment of the story that it is difficult to believe 
that it was painted here, in these new and 
bustling times, by one of our own country- 
men. It is antique and quaint, like the pic- 
tures of Hans Holbein; and full of serious 
humor, which suggests the Wandering Jew 
of Gustave Doré, but without any of the gro- 
tesque or extravagant fancies which are pecu- 
liar to the productions of the French designer. 
Mr. Vedder appears to be thoroughly imbued 
with a sentiment of Orientalism. There is a 
hidden mystery in most of his compositions, 
and he gives his representations of Eastern 
subjects an air of veracity—as in the Roc’s 
Egg, from the ‘“‘Arabian Nights,” for ex- 
ample—which vividly impresses the spectator 
with a feeling of their reality. If he were to 
andertake a series of illustrations of biblical 
legends, he would, doubtless, succeed much 
better than Gustave Doré has done with the 
same snbjects.

..-It would not be strange if something more 

might be done in this country than has yet 
been the case with the large European chest- 
nut. Insome parts of France it is the chief 
dependence of the peasants for food and fuel. 
The bulk of the crop iscarefully dried, so as 
to be quite hard ; the shell is cracked off and 
thus kept for the winter provision. Boiled 
into asort of soup, without any condiment 
whatever, it forms the breakfast—aye, and 
sometimes the supper also—of almostall our 
peasants and work-people. Pigs fed with it 
during the two or three last months of their 
lazy existence repay it in splendid bacon and 
lard. In fact, it is quite an important item in 
the existence of the people, almost every 
other article of food rising or falling in price 
with a scanty or an abundant yield of chest- 
nuts. The leaves are gathered for litter, and 
thus form the bulk of the manure; and the 
branches provide their fuel, and the dried 
twigs food in winter for their goats. 
.... The new process of making gun-cotton 
produces so superior an article that it prom- 
ises to rival the popularity of nitro-glyce- 
rine for blasting purposes. If is made by 
soaking waste cotton in a mixture of three 
parts of sulphurie to one part of nitric acid. 
After being thoroughly squeezed,and washed, 
and soaked in running water for a week, it is 
considered purified from the acid, and re- 
duced to pulp, and pressed into cakes and 
dried. Itis rendered impervious to damp by 
being saturated with a minute quantity of 
India-rubber, dissolved in alcohol. The ad- 
vantage of power gained by instantaneous 
combustion is shown by an experiment, in 
which a cake weighing one pound one 
ounce was put on the stump of a tree, and 
fired by an ordinary fuse. Instantly the gun- 
cotton was enveloped in flame, and lifted up 
and carried about by the gas. This was a case 
of slow combustion, the successive articles 
being successively fired. Half the quantity 
was then placed on the same spot, and ignited 
by a small detonating tube, the vibration of 
whose explosion would instantly and simul- 
taneously evercome the unstable equilibrium 
ofthe whole mass of cotton. A sharp re- 
port was heard, and the stump was torn to 
pieces, Gun-cotton is also made in pellets, 
suitable for use in fowling-pieces. 


...-The American method, as it is some- 
times called, of finding longitude has lately 
been employed for comparing the longitudes 
of Boston and San Francisco, The method is 
as follows: An unbroken telegraphic connec- 
tion is made between the observatory of 
Cambridge University and San Francisco. 
The instant that a signal leaves Cambridge 
the local time of Cambridge is noted. The 
operator at San Francisco notes the local 
time when it reaches that place. The differ- 
ence of time gives the exact difference of 
longitude, as the sun passes over exactly 15 
degrees of the earth each hour; so that four 
minutes of time represent a degree of longi- 
tude, and four seconds of time ‘a minute of 
longitude. This method needs a single cor- 
rection, What is wanted is to find the 
exact difference of local time between Cam- 
bridge and San Francisco. But this process 
gives the difference plus the time which 
it takes for the electric fluid to travel across 
the continent. If the signal has been one 
second in traveling from the Atlantic 
through Albany, Buffalo, Detroit, Chicago, 
Omaha, Cheyenne, Salt Lake City, and Vir- 
ginia City, before reaching the Pacific Ocean, 
this has made an error of 15 seconds of longi- 
tude,or nearly a quarter of a mile. The time of 
the passage of the electricity must be found. 
This was done simply by conneciing the wire 
at San Francisco with a return wire, and al- 
lowing the signal to come back again to Cam- 
bridge; and then, on noting the time when 
the signal comes back, after having crossed 
and recrossed the continent, and dividing it 
by 2, we have the exact correction to be 
made at San Francisco. We understand that 
three-eighths (.37) of a second wa: found to be 
the time occupied in the passage of the elec- 
tricity across the continent.

Under the new management of the 
Union it was thought best that some of the 
missi.nary agents in Canada should report 
directly to the Union, and be supported by it. 
Accordingly it has been arranged to transfer 
Rev. R. P. Duclos, who is stationed in Si. 
Hyacinthe, where he has organized a church 
and established a school, and also four col- 
porteurs, from the French Canadian Mission- 
ary Society to A. and F. Christian Union. 
The expense of supporting these five men 
will be $3,000 annually in currency. 


+. '* Mission Life,’ London, says that the 
Australians are impressing South Sea Island- 
ers for work on cotton plantations, and that 
they are practically slaves. The method of 
stocking a farm with these laborers is thus 
described : 

** Send a ship, with any kind of cargo which 
you may fancy best, to one of the South Sea 
Islands.

Two died from the 
torments inflicted on them ; but by the grace 
of God all held firm to the faith.” Also the 
following: ‘‘December 12th.—We are still 
receiving the most painful advices from the 
Goto Islands. At Fonsakadjima 181 Chris- 
tians—men, women, and children—have been 
confined in a vast prison; and for a month 
past have been subjected to horrible tortures, 

because they will not renounce Christianity.

death ; the others to expire in slow agony.

...-The work of the London Missionary 
Society has of late been so pre sing in the cap- 
talof Madagascar that they have attempted 
little outside of its boundaries.

Mallet: The difference between cast and 
wrought iron is in the amount of impurities; 
cast iron having a large amount of carbon in- 
corporated with it, besides phosphorus, sul- 
phnr, and other impurities, which are removed 
in wrought iron. In this process the melted 
cast iron is poured into a ‘“‘ converter.” In 
the bottom is securely placed, under a _per- 
forated iron plate, a mixture of 8 parts of 
crude nitrate of soda, 2 of sand, and 1, of 
slaked lime. The intense heat decomposes 
the nitrate, liberating its oxygen, and in a 
few minutes an intense defiagration takes 
place, with a loud roaring noise and a burst 
of yellow flame.

Tur demand for the unconditional re- 
peal of the Tenure-of-Office Law has never 
had our voice. In the present conflict be- 
tween the Senate and the House we hope 
the Senate will stand firm. Let the law 
be judiciously modified, rather than in- 
judiciously repealed. Setting aside all 
frivolous technicalities of constitutional 
interpretation, and looking at the whole 
subject from a practical point of view, 
common sense dictates that if the Senate 
is to be held responsible by the country 
for the wisdom of the President’s appoint- 
ments, that body is justly entitled to know 
the reason of the President’s removals. 
In the caseof President Johnson, the 
country saw the imminent need of a 
law to prevent a bold, bad Executive 
from unseating patriotic office-holders and 
awarding their places to rebels. Far be 
it from us to hint that such an emer- 
gency is ever likely to arise under Pres- 
ident Grant. Nevertheless, the supreme 
fitness of his civil appointments has not 
yet struck the world as with a ray of light. 
On every successive day since March 4th 
something has occurred to show how 
greatly President Grant needs exactly what 
the Constitution calls “the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate.” But, even were he 
as wise as Solon, still the law, properly 
pruned in the branch, ought to be 
spared the ax at its root. A pervetual 
disgrace in our politics is the quadren- 
nial battle between the “outs” and the 
“ins.” With every retiring president, 
thousands of obscure government officials 
withdraw ; and with every incoming presi- 
dent, an equal army of radiant and 
happy appointees enter. In nine-tenths of 
these cases no valid reason can be given 
why one man should be dismissed and an- 
other appointed. In England greater 
stability prevails. In America we might 
copy the English example to our profit. 
What if in a bank or insurance company 
every new president or board of direction 
should introduce a new set of tellers, 
clerks, and bookkeepers? What would 
become of efficiency and fidelity in office? 
What would be the effect on each clerk’s 
clerical fitness? Such a periodical over- 
turning would upset any mercantile insti- 
tution. And we hold thatsuch ruthless rev- 
olutions in the minor offices and clerkships 
of political departments are equally fatal to

We hope he will remove nobody except to 
fill the vacant place either with a more 
honest, or more diligent, or more able 
man. Modify the debated law so as to 
render it equally just to the President and 
to the Senate, and then let it stand for- 
ever. Itis too pure a pearl to be cast 
away. 





ANOTHER DOUBTFUL STATE. 


Tue Rhode Island legislature has post- 
poned consideration of the Fifteenth (Suf- 
frage) Amendment till the May session— 
that is, to a new legislature. What does 
this mean? It means that, besides Ohio, 
Indiana, and Georgia, there is another 
doubtful state. It is an important matter, 
for any two of these can defeat the amend- 
ment. 

The May session of the Rhode Island 
legislature is a brief and rather unimport- 
ant one. An important matter postponed 
till then is likely to go over till autumn. 

The trouble in that state lies just here. 
The number of votes usually cast in Rhode 
Island is about 24,000. Two-thirds of 
these are Republican, giving that party 
about 8,000 majority. But there are some 
10,000 foreign voters who are now dis- 
franchised by a property qualification that 
is not enforced against natives. Nearly all 
these foreigners are Democrats, it is said. 
The Fifteenth* Amendment, abolishing 
property qualifications, enfranchises all 
these. Therefore, the politicians reason, 
it must make the state Démocratie. 

Well, suppose it does? It is far better 
that one state should become Democratic, 
for a time, than that a condition of things 
should continue which strengthens the 
Democratic party everywhere. “ Let us 
have peace.” We desire as strongly as 
President Grantdif not for just the same 
Teasons) to get the negro question out of 
politics, Even the adoption of this amend- 
ment will not wholly do that—thanks to 
those weak-kneed brethren who struck out 
the words “hold office.” But it will in 
great part do it. And even todo that part 
is worth losing Rhode Island for. 

Besides, would it be lost? It is not so 
sure that all this new vote would be polled 
on the wrong side. Many of these for- 
eigners are English, many are German; 
and these are as likely to vote right as 
wrong. Then, the very act of taking a 
Consistent position strengthens the Repub- 
licau party, and obliges men to take a de- 
cided stand, for right or wreng. Now, 
there is no New England state so embar- 
rassed with Republicans who are three- 
fourths Democrats as Rhode Island, In 
such a state of things, to strengthen the 
minority strengthens also the majority, 
which thus gets rid of its dead wood, and 
has a chance for healthy growth.

that Rhode Island would have gone Dem- 
ocratic had Chief-Justice Chase been nom- 
inated for the presidency.

Our advice to the Rhode Island Repub- 
licans is, therefore, ‘Do right, though 
Rhode Island fall.” If it has already got 
into the habit of falling from the pocket of 
one millionaire into that of another, it can 
hardly fall further and fare worse. Try to 
save it from democracy—not by property 
qualifications, which are behind the age, 
but by giving ita Republican party that 
can command some respect and call out 
some enthusiasm. 





JACK TAR’S SAFE HARBOR. 





Tue American Seamen's Friend Socie- 
ty—one of the time-honored philanthropic 
institutions of our city—has never re- 
ceived the public support which it has de- 
served. Perhaps the Society has not 
always been managed with the snap and 
vigor which its missionary and aggressive 
character properly demanded from its ex- 
ecutive officers. But the present board of 
direction is made up of wide-awake men 
—such as, for instance, Gapt. C. @. 
Duncan, president, and. Moses 6. 
Beach, treasurer. These twe men slene 
(to say nothing of their co-workers) have 
energy enough to supply a whole corpo- 
ration. The Society needs a building. 
To this end the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Shipowners’ Association, and the own- 
ers of the various lines of packets to China, 
Amsterdam, Europe, and San Francisco, 
and other memorialists, have petitioned the 
legislature for $30,000 from the city’s Ex- 
cise Fund, pledging themselves to add 
$30,000 more, for the purpose of 
erecting a building to be used as an ex- 
change, newsroom, intelligence office, and 
school-house fer sailors while in port. 
The scheme has our whole heart. Every 
sailor, on touching the wharf, is a bait for 
landsharks, and this new edifice will be 
his snug harbor. And Capt. Duncan—a 
life-long sailor himself—is the one man of 
all others to take the helm of the institu- 
tion. We hope the money will be voted 
and the house built. 





AMERICAN PENNY POSTAGE. 


WE do not see how there can be any 
American citizens, now that slavery is 
abolished, who are hostile to penny postage. 
All agree that it would be a good thing 
for us to have, if it was possible, or if we 
could afford it. They are simply incredu- 
lous, or doubters. One ofthe best things 
we hope to do by these articles is to bring 
these doubters to an inquiring state of 
mind, so that they will take the trouble to 
look at it in the light of the multiplication 
table. And, if they will do this, we are posi- 
tively sure that we can convince them that 
the whole scheme is easily practicable. 
When the doubter says that the circum- 
stances of thiscountry are so different from 
those of England that we cannot wisely 
copy English plans, or expect the same re- 
sults from following English methods, we 
admit the fact; and then we proceed to 
offer a better plan than the English, that is 
perfectly adapted to American conditions 
and wants, and that follows right in the 
line ef our American precedents. British 
penny postage was devised and supported 
by Mr. Rowland Hill for the purpose of 
reviving the post-office as a source of reve- 
nue to the national treasury, because the 
British post-office was established and has 
always been maintained with a view to 
revenue. And it was successful. The net 
revenue has been increased five-fold by re- 
ducing the postage to the uniform rate of a 
penny. The American post-office was 
established to meet the wants and improve 
the condition of the people, and never 
with the expectation of making it a source 
of revenue. And, therefore, the proper 
rate isthat which, being within the rea- 
sonable ability of the Government, will 
make it the most serviceable in meeting the 
wants and promoting the improvement of 
the people. 

This being the object and aim of our 
American post-office, it follows that the 
rates of postage ought to be precisely 
those which will serve the purpose of reg- 
ulating the machinery of administration of 
the post-office. This rate was determined 
on atthe beginning in the case of news- 
paper postage, which was originally set at 
one penny, American money—that is, 
one cent. That has always been found 
sufficient. The half-cent was added orig- 
inally, for the long distances, for two 
reasons: one, that Rowland Hill had not 
then demonstrated his proposition that the 
difference in distance does not make any 
assignable difference in the expense of a 
single letter or paper; and, secondly, 
Congress had not then learned how im- 
portant it is to encourage the interchange 
of letters and papers over the whole coun- 


In fixing the original scale of letter- 
postage, our young Government just copied 
the English model, because they had no 
other. And they adopted the high rates 
because the condition of our national 
finances seemed to require-the utmost econ- 
omy compatible with the publie good; 
and there was not a man in the whole 
world so wise as to know that a penny rate 
of postage would yield five or six times as 
much income asahigh rate. Sir Rowland 
Hill has proved this point so fully that no 
man who believes the multiplication table 
can now doubt the soundness of the prin- 
ciple. By preving that the English penny 
postage, or two cents, is the most advan. 
tageous for the English, object, which is 
revenue, he has proved that the American 
penny postage, or one cent, would be the 
most advantageous for the American ob- 
ject, which is the convenience of the peo- 
ple.

THE FREEDOM OF CUBA. 


Tue meeting at Steinway Hall, on Thurs- 
day last, was timely and prudent, as well 
as earnest and enthusiastic. It did not ask 
for intervention of any kind; it did not 
ask for recognition of independence, which, 
if given prematurely and before the in- 
dependence became an actual fact, would 
indeed be intervention; it did not even 
insist upon recognition of belligerent 
rights, except as a policy to be adopted at 
the earliest moment when the United States 
Government shall find it practicable and 
wise. The speech of the Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher, which gave the meeting its key- 
note, was an appeal to national sympathy 
and national sense of justice, rather than 
to state intervention. The American 
people must, indeed, be false to the very 
creed and sacraments by which their own 
national existence is inspired and on which 
it is founded if they did not give a ready 
and generous sympathy to the struggle of 
the Cubans against despotism. Cuba is 
so situated geographically that her con- 
nection with Spain, let Spanish intentions 
be never so good, must while it lasts be 
one of subjection. Half a dozen Cuban 
delegates, sent across the ocean and ad- 
mitted to a legislative chamber in Madrid, 
could work no real change in the condition 
of things. Cuba would still be governed 
by the blind, ignorant force of an over- 
whelming majority of Spanish votes. 
She would be ruled by Spanish power for 
Spanish interests. Mr. Beecher gave ut- 
terance to no mere rhetorical sentiment, 
but to a positive and scientific truth, 
when he said that no nation has yet 
learned, or can ever learn, how to govern 
a foreign people who are reluctant to be 
governed by it. We doubt whether any 
intelligent Spaniard to-day really believes 
in his heart that Spain can continue long 
to hold Cuba; and, if national sentiments 
on such questions were ever governed by 
strict logic and justice, we should feel 
both surprised and disappointed that Spain 
did not inaugurate the reign of her own 
liberty by recognizing the right of the 
Cubans to independence. The new gov- 
ernment of Spain had a magnificent op- 
portunity, grander than any yet offered to 
a nation since the first glorious outburst 
of the great French Revolution. It might 
have said : “Spain, which has now, at last, 
won ths right of self-government, will 
not begin her new era by denying that 
right to another people. Let Cuba show 
that a majority of her people desire inde- 
pendence, and Spain will loose her bonds 
and let her go.” A wiser thing, in the in- 
terest of her own liberty and stability, 
Spain could not have done. She did not 
rise to the hight of the situation. The 
opportunity passed away, never to be re- 
called. We, who wish well to Spain—who 
look to her, despite all the past, with ad- 
miration, and sympathy, and hope—cannot 
close our eyes to the melancholy fact that 
aman can bea patriot in Castile and a 
despot in the Antilles; and, for the very 
reason that we rejoice in the triumph of 
the patriot, we are compelled to hope for 
the overthrow of the despot. 

Some fear seemed to be felt lest, in our 
zeal for Cuba, we should furnish England 
with an argument against ourselves. There 
is no ground for such fear. Belligerent 
rights are acquired, and ought to be 
acknowledged, when 2 genuine bellum—a 
conflict deserving the name of war—is 
fairly and evidently going on. Not he- 
eause two adversaries prepare to make 
war; not merely because a first blow has 
been struck, a first encounter has taken 
place, are foreign nations to presume that 
there is to be a war. But when a struggle 
worthy the name of bellum has lasted long 
enough to prove its genuine strength and its 
vitality, then foreign countries are free to 
choose their time for recognizing its exist- 
ence. This is all that was claimed in Stein- 
way Hall. No one wants to force the hand 
of our own government, or is likely to put 
weapons of argument against ourselves 
into the hands of any other state. 





THE PRINCE OF WALES. 


“Hau is the rascallest, sweetest: young 
prince.” This line, Byron upon Shakes- 
peare, contains the sentiment of a letter 
addressed to a Boston paper by its London 
correspondent on the character and virtues 
of the Prince of Wales. The correspond- 
ent insists that there is no truth whatever 
in the various reports injurious to the 
character of the Prince of Wales which are 
circulated in London. He gives as his 
authority “Mr. Parker, superintendent of 
the Metropolitan Police of London,” who, 
of course, must know all about the domes- 
tic life of the Prince of Wales. This active 
and intelligent police officer disposes of all 
the calumnies in this way: 
“Instead of being a bad man and un-. 
faithful husband, he (the Prince) is declared 
to be exemplary in life and tenderly de- 
voted to his wife. As her health is delicate, 
he betrays his affectionate consideration by 
exhibitions of patient and prudent care 
for her health when walking and riding, 
or on public occasions. He guards her 
with shawls and watches ev step, lest 
she may be exposed to a sudden change. 
phim his er he rs and is playful 
to the extreme that royal dignity can - 
sibly tolerate.

It is quite probable that the reports 
so common in London prejudicial to the 
character of the Prince of Wales are 
grossly exaggerated.

But there are some facts about the Prince 
of Wales which do not belong to the do- 
main of mere scandal, and which indicate 
tastes that in any man would be called vul- 
gar and coarse. Itis a fact that the the- 
aters he most frequents are those which are 
given up to the performances of half-naked 
women of doubtful character. Itis a fact that 
he specially relishes the entertainment af- 
forded by the lowest class of what are 
called in London “ music-hall singers.” It 
is a fact that he is a great admirer of Mdlle. 
Schneider’s exhibitions asthe Grande Duch- 
esse and the Belle Helene. It is a fact that 
when there was a scandal afloat about him 
anda celebrated singer at one of the 
opera-houses {a lady who we fully believe 
gave no octasion for sucha suspicion) the 
Prince of Wales always demeaned himself 
so as'to supply ‘an excuse and color for the 
reports. He was always in the house when 
she sang, and seldom at any other time, 
he always left his bex when she left the 
stage; came back when she did; remained 
behind even when his wife and every one 
of the royal family had left the box, to 
give the, last signal of applause to the 
lady, if she happened to be called before 
the curtain. All this, ef course, proves 
nothing more, perhaps, than want of sense 
any one, prince ofr 
eommoner, who shows such want of 
taste’ must expect scandal; and it is 
one: of the duties of a prince to avoid 


personage as a model husband and pattern 
father. Doubtless the Prince of Wales’s 
companions are principally “noblemen ”; 
but it does not follow that noblemen are 
always “ educated, refined persons.” The 
Duke of St. Albans, for example, was and 
probably is a close companion of the 
Prince of Wales; and unless Mr. Parker, 
the police officer, never reads the news- 
papers, he wil! hardly say that the story of 
the Duke of St. Albans’s life and that of 
Scipio’s are of precisely the same charac- 
ter. We can quite believe that the Prince 
“romps with his children.’ Henri Quatre, 
we have read, was fond of romping with 
his children; but we are not, therefore, 
compelled to admit that he was a model 
of virtue. Likewise we are ready to ac- 
knowledge that we have actually seen the 
Prince of Wales handing his wife a shawl; 
and we have no doubt that he is. “ playful 
to the extreme that royal dignity can pos- 
sibly tolerate.” Indeed, the impression in 
London is that his playfulness occasional- 
ly gets rather beyond that extreme; and 
that he does not always choose his play- 
fellows among children or educated and 
refined persons. Our own impression is 
that the reports current in London, and 
which unfortunately spring up in Paris 
too, whenever the Prince goes thcre, are 
often scandalous exaggerations; but 
that he is a dull, heavy young man, 
of vulgar and sensuous tastes, ad- 
dicted to amusements and companions 
such as no one may choose without ex- 
pecting to incur reproach and scandal. 
The delightful picture drawn by the Bos- 
ton correspondent, on the faith of Mr. 
Superintendent Parker’s report, is simply 
absurd. 


ness for themselves, but lacked capi- 
tal. *Mr. Rankin consented to become a 
special partner, furnishing the requisite 
amount of money, for a term of years, 
trusting to the success of the concern for 
the return of his investment. He had no 
reason to regret his confidence; for, at 
the termination of the copartnership, his 
twenty-five thousand dollars brought him 
back seventy-five thousand. And he had 
the additional satisfaction of seeing that 
the house which he had thus built up re- 
mained steadfast in the maintenance of the 
great principles of liberty to which he was 
devoted. At that sad time, when it 
seemed as if the whole mercantile com- 
munity was running to Castle Garden, to 
humble themselves in entreaties for the 
continued favor of the great slaveholding 
power, this firm took the bold stand of ad- 
vertising that their goods were for sale, but 
not their principles. 

The Anti-Slavery Committee com- 
menced their work without any resources, 
either in hand or promised; and those who 
had ability at once gave liberal pledges of 
the means by which the public mind was 
so rapidly aroused te the great subject 
that in less than a year the whole country 
was agitated almost to convulsion. Mr. 
Rankin’s subscription was one hundred 
dollars a month, or twelve hundred doliars 
@ year; and this he always paid regularly 
as long as he remained in the committee. 
At that time there were very few men in 
the country who gave regularly so large a 
yearly contribution to any one benevolent 
enterprise. The commercial crash of 1837 
fell upon the committee at the time when 
their operations ‘were most extended, hav- 
ing about seventy leeturing agents em- 
ployed, besides large publication oper- 
ations. It was not easy to bring their 
expenditures down to the reduced rate of 
income at once, consistently with the 
demands of justice and humanity 
for these agents, many of whom 
had left destrable situations for 
the heroic purpose of engaging in the con- 
flict then at its hight. The consequence 
was that the treasury was still in debt 
toa large amount when the new com- 
mittee was chosen in 1840, and this debt 
was by law a personal liability of the 
members of the old committee. After 
selling ail the books and other property on 
hand for the most it would bring, and after 
raising considerable sums among their 
friends, Mr. Rankin’s share of the final 
arrearage amounted to nearly one thousand 
dollars, which was honerably paid, as was 
the rest by other members. 

He took little part in public affairs after 
this, but always remained true to his anti- 
slavery convictions, warm in his sympa- 
thies with the fortunes of the good cause, 
faithful to Christ and his church, 
and loyal to the country in every emer 
gency. No man rejoiced more cordially 
than he in the final overthrow of slavery 
and the rebellion, and at the happy issue 
or the late presidential election. Those 
who had the pleasure of meeting the old 
man at the brilliant reception given to Mr. 
Colfax, in Brooklyn, will remember how 
his eyes glistened with emotion and his 
face fairly shone with joy on that happy 
occasion. 

His religious history was marked by the 
same unostentatious fidelity and stability 
that were displayed in other relations. He 
was an elder, more than forty years ago, 
of the Presbyterian church in Laight 
street, under the eminent Dr. 8. H. Cox. Re- 
moving to Brooklyn, he became an elder 

under the same pastor in the First Presby- 

terian church in Henry street. Afterward 

he filled the same office for many years in 

the church of which Dr. Spear is the first 

and only pastor. Latterly he had with- 

drawn from that church, on account of his 

scruples against quartette music in wor- 

ship, and had hismembership in Plymouth 

church. Mr. Beecher delivered a very 

feeling and appropriate address at the fu- 

neral, which was attended by an unusual 

number of the elderly men among our 

leading merchants, as well as by a multi- 

tude of others, who honored his Christian 

worth, and who will long cherish his pre- 

cious memory.

Mr. James Harugr, senior member of the 
well-known publishing firm of Harper Broth- 
ers, died at St. Luke’s Hospital, near Central 
Park, on Saturday evening, March 27th, from 
injuries received on being thrown out of a 
carriage two days before.

COLLEGE PRIZES. 


A Utica paper says: 

“President White, of Cornell University, 
has a fortune of his own, which supports 
him, and he gives his salary in prizes to the 
students.” 

We are heartily glad that President 
White has a private fortune of his own, so 
that he can afford to give away his salary ; 
but we hope there is no truth in the story 
that his salary is put toso poor a use as 
the purchase of prizes for the students. 
Prizes are a bane of college-life. We urge 
against them two arguments: first, consid- 
ered in an intellectual point of view, prizes 
defeat their aim, for they always stimulate 
just those few quick-witted and ambi- 
tious students who need no such stim- 
ulus, and always discourage those slower 
brains which, if possible, ought to be stim- 
ulated ; and, second, considered in a moral 
point of view, they originate unwhole- 
some and pernicious rivalries, and, —s 
by their fruits, are corrupting to the 
student’s moral tone. We would abolish 
whips from all schools, and prizes from all 
colleges. President White might better 
keep his salary than spendit in such a pur- 
chase of mildew for young mev’s souls. 
Of course, we highly honor his good in- 
tent, but greatly deplore his bad judgment.

THE LATE MR. JOHN RANKIN. 


Mr. RANKIN was a man of sound judg- 
ment, both in his own business and in such 
matters outside of his own affairs as came 
within the scope of his attention. He also 
possessed a granite firmness of character 
in his adherence to the principles of integ- 
rity and to his own opinions, when once 
they were deliberately settled. No per- 
‘suasion, however urgent, was ever able to 
swerve him from his moral convictions, or 
lead him to any act contrary to the decis- 
ions of his own judgment. He was a man 
to stand by the right, and to support a 
good cause, with the most inflexible fidel- 
ity, no matter through what difficulties or 
at what cost. He shared in the careful 
and protracted conferences and delibera- 
tions, in the summer and fall of 1833, 
which attended the formation of the 
American Anti-Slavery Society, in Decem- 
ber of that year. And, when he made up 
his mind that the principles were richt, 
and the object good, he never changed his 
course by a hair’s breadth. Having ac- 
cepted the office of treasurer of the society, 
with a seat in the executive committee, he 
was always punctual in attendance at the 
weekly meetings, and ready to give to all 
the business that came up his full atten- 
tion and the benefits of his best judgment. 
There were four prosperous merchants 
on the committee, who soon found them- 
selves subjected to the most trying ordeal 
of their fidelity to the cause they had es- 
poused. They were assured that, if they 
persisted in their course, the banks would 
not discount their paper, and the insur- 
ance offices would not insure their proper- 
ty, and they would find themselves iso- 
lated from the sympathy and co-operation 
of all mercantile eircles, My, Rankin paid 
no attention to these threats, but took 
care to keep all his business well in hand, 
to avoid placing himself in the power of 
his sage advisers. The result was that he 
passed steadily on through all the com- 
mercial convulsions, from 1837 to 1842, 
without being obliged to bow to any

‘‘My only business in this place,” he used 
to say, “is to entertain the bores.” He 
never took a great interest in politics, though 
he was once elected mayor of New York. 
He was ai life-long and ardent Methodist, and 
his house was a perpetual hotel for the en- 
tertainment of Methodist ministers. His 
genial and cempanionable manners drew 
round him a larger circle of sympathetic 
friends than most men ever gather together. 
Though he was past three-seore and ten, 
yet any stranger who had seen him in the last 
year of his life would hardly have taken him 
for a day over fifty. We have never wit- 
nessed @ greater amount of boyishness 
in any old man than in James: r. 
Our first personal acquaintance with him 
was years ago when, a8 a school-boy, we re- 
ceived a certificate from his hands ina school 
in which he was a trustee; and from that day 
onward his kindliness and good-will has been 
manifested at a hundred different times toward 
the same recipient. We unite with his many 
personal friends in speaking his name with 
something more than a common respect.

He was always regarded as a man of 
the strictest mercantile honor, precise in 
all his transactions, exact in the fulfill- 
ment of all obligations, and, as is often the 
case with men of that character, exacting 
toward others who fail to come up to the 
standard.

As the following month rolled round, the 
young merchant found it necessary only 
to call om his patron to the extent of about 
seven hundred dollars; and that was the 
last of his borrowing money to meet his

After afew moments, Pro- 
fessor Stillé, of the University, entered; and, 
after the usual applause had subsided, turned 
to the tadies, and in a neat speech bade 
them welcome, and then commenced his 
lecture by ‘‘ Ladies and gentlemen.” After 
him came Dr. R. Levis, who did not notice 
them at all, but proceeded with his lecture 
as if nothing unusual had been presented. 
On the foltowing Saturday, thirty-five ladics 
walked in, and all passed off as before. The 
next clinic day thirty-three were present. 
After the lectures were concluded, Dr. Levis 
invited the ladies through the wards. After 
the second visit to the clinics, the ladies bad 
Dr. Stillé elected —— to the 
Female Hospital, and Dr. Levis consulting 
surgeon to the same, and both accepted. 
This is a practical solution of a question often 
discussed in this journal.’’

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REvivats.—Our exchanges the past week 
report over 7,000 conversions or accessions 
to churches as the result of revivals. Of 
these, 4,000 are among the Methodists, 850 
among the United Brethren, and 600 each 
among the Baptists and Presbyterians, In 
Ayr, Canada, there has been a revival, with 
Rumerous conversions. At its last commun- 
ion the Congregational church in Biidport, 
Vt., received 39 accessions. Other revivals 
are noted in the Congregational churches of 
Sudbury, and Sunderland, and Palmer, 
Mass. The Baptists have shared in 
the revival in Pittsfield, Mass., and 
55 have joined that church. Dr. Newell's 
church tn this city (Presbyterian) received 
50 new members at its last commun- 
ion. The North Presbyterian church in 
Buffalo is enjoying the most remarkable work 
of grace in its history, and 100 converts have 
begun a new life. In Bel Pre, 0., 40 con- 
verts are numbered among the Congregation- 
alists, and 84 among the Presbyterians of 
Elizabethtown, Ind. In Fulton, Ill, Rev. J. 
D. Potter has been working with great suc- 
cess, and the churches have been greatly re- 
vived; and there are said to be 300 converts, 
of whom 60 are amony the students of the 
Illinois Soldiers’ Colleze. Dr. Jos. C. Stiles 
has been conducting revival meetings with 
great success in many places in Virginia. 


Lay DELEGATION.—The question of lay 
delegation is to be voted on next June by the 
entire membership of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, male and female, above the age of 
21 years. The progress of sentiment in that 
church on this subject has been most marked. 
In 1826 Rev. D. B. Dorsey was expelled from 
the Baltimore Conference for agitating the 
subject. He appealed to the General Con- 
ference of 1828, when the expulsion was con- 
firmed. This resulted in the secession of 
the ‘* Methodist Protestant Churcb,”” which, 
with its offshoot, the ‘‘ Methodist Church,”’ 
now numbers 122,000 members. In 1840 
General Conference said: ‘‘ We should prove 
recreant to the trust committed to us were 
we in the slightest degree to yield to the 
spirit of innovation.” In 1852 the General 
Conference replied to petitions that there 
was ‘‘a strong opposition in the great mass 
of the membership to the proposed change,” 
and that it was “‘incxpedient to alter the 
economy of the church.'’ In the same year 
the Philadelphia Christian Advocate was 
started in the interest of lay representation. 
Agitation was still continued, till, in 1860, 
the General Conference voted to approve the 
introduction of lay representation ‘ when it 
shall be ascertained that the church desires 
it.” That Conference provided for a general 
vote on the subject in 1861 and 1863; but the 
war then came on, and a very light vote was 
cast, and the plan was rejected by a vote of 
nearly two to one of both clergy and laity. 
Tn 1860 the Methodist was started in this city 
in furtherance of the movement, and its influ- 
ence, and that of Zion’s Herald, of Boston, has 
been strongly felt in favor of the popular 
movement. Last summer the General Con- 
ference received numerous petitions in favor 
of the measure, and finaily matured a plan by 
which laymen might take a share in the coun- 
cils and government of the church, and voted 
to refer it to the mombership for their adop- 
tion or rejection. In order-for it to be finally 
adopted, it will be necessary for a majority of 
the members to vote in its favor, also three- 
fourths of the members of the annual confer- 
ences support it. It can be consummated by 
a vote of two-thirds of the members of the 
General Conference of 1872. Although this 
seems like a long process, with many chances 
of failure, the measure will probably succeed. 
Not one of the official Advocates ventures to 
oppose it; some of them favor it, and the un- 
official Methodist press is strongly committed 
to it. The Southern Methodists have already 
adopted it, and propose other radical legisla- 
tion. The clergy have thus far had the entire 
management of the church, and have “done 
it well. It remains to be seen whether it 
will now be done any better. 


PRAYER-MEETINGS IN Prisons.—Dr. Wines 
nas given, in the National Baptist, an account 
of prayer-mceetings held in some of our state- 
prisons. Such meetings have been held with 
marked good results at Sing Sing, N. Y.; 
Richmond, Va.; Joliet, Ill; Leavenworth, 
Kansas; and in the house of correction at 
Detroit, Mich. A few years agoa similar 
meeting was given up at Charlestown, Mass., 
because of the inconvenience caused to offi- 
cers in requiring them to come to the prison 
for the purpose of letting the prisoners out 
of their cells. In Joliet prison a sort of 
church organization has been formed, and 
macetings are held of hundreds of criminals 
without the presence of the guards. The 
prison officials have no hesitation in giving 
the organization their unlimited confidence ; 
and, apparently, much moral good has been 
done. In Leavenworth the prison-church 
includes one-fourth of the convicts, and they 
have a@ prayer-meeting Wednesday evening, 
another Sunday morning, and a Bible-class 
Sunday afternoon, attended by half the pris- 
oners. At Richmond, Major Wardwell, the 
superintendent, allows weekly Sunday pray- 
er-meetings, managed entirely by the con- 
victs; and says that 87 profess to be con- 
verted. These men seem sincere. He says: 
‘Tf the law would allow us to have Wednes- 
day prayer-mectings, and all day Saturday for 
school, as well as good preaching on Sunday, 
I think [ could with safety commence reducing 
the guard force.” 


WITHDRAWAL FROM Episcopacy.—Rey. 
Marshall B. Smith, lately an editor of the 
Protestant Churchman, has sent a letter to 
Bishop Odenheimer, of New Jersey, with- 
drawing from the Episcopal Church. His 
reasons for following the example of Mr. 
Cracraft are found in his belief that the Pray- 
er-book is not thoroughly Protestant. He 
Bays: 

“The baptismal, communion, and other 
Offices of our church are more in harmony 
with the views of High Churchmen than with 
the views which I have always conscientious- 
held. ‘Priest,’ ‘altar,’ and ‘sacrifice’ 
stand forth throughout, cither in the letter or 
in the spirit of the liturgy and service-book. 
Asatrue Protestant, both by choice and in* 
heritance, I can no longer give to the present 
Book of Common Prayer, containing as it 
does germs of Romanism, my hearty endorse- 


ment, or honestly use certain expressions 
which it contains.’ 


The action of the last General Conyention 
he regards as un-Protestant; and, as he does 
not wish to violate ecclesiastical law, and re- 
cdgnizes the legat right of his church to make 
and enforce unchristian canons, he feels com- 
pelled as an honest maw to withdraw.

ARABIA AND HER HER DAUGHTERS." 


‘In England it would not surprise us to 
learn that a man who had given his life to 
the public service was devoting his spare 
moments to literature or to historic al in- 
vestigations. It is quite a matter of course 
that Macaulay should write history, or 
Lord Derby translate Homer, or Gladstone 
divert himself with Christian apologetics, 
or John Bright be uusurpassed in his pro- 
found knowledge of early English poetry. 
But our statesmen are so seldom litera- 
teurs that an exception is noticeable. It 
seems almost like a snuff of English air to 
take up a book, not of speeches, but of 
curious ancient lore, and find it written by 
@ member of Congress and a_ political 
editor. Such a book is Prehistoric Nations, 
by John D. Baldwin, a representative dur- 
ng the last session from the Worcester 
district of Massachusetts. 

The title might lead one astray. The 

reader will find no investigation of geo- 
logic skulls, no description of flints or 
hatchets or lake dwellings, and no hint of 
the Somme Valley. His subject is simply 
The Cushite Civilization. His object is to 
prove that in prehistoric times there 
sprung up in Arabia a people from which 
colony after colony went forth to possess 
the earth. From them came the earliest 
settlers of Egypt, long before the accred- 
ited dynasties. Thence came the so-called 
Scythic element, which preceded the Sem- 
itic Chaldees of Assyria. Ancient Sidon 
was another colony, and before Sidon 
Ruad (Arvad), and before Ruad was Mara- 
thos (Martu of the Assyrian inscriptions), 
whose mighty rock-hewn mausoleums and 
amphitheater astonish with their cyclo- 
pean arcbitecture the traveler on the coast 
of Syria. Not content with referring 
Egypt, Assyria, and all the Phenician set- 
tlements to the Cushites of Arabia, he dis- 
covers that the civilization of India, before 
the Aryan invasion, was Cushite; while 
Cushites preceded all the Aryan races in 
Europe; had cities and wealth among the 
Siculi, Tyrrhenes, and Umbri before the 
fime of the Pelasgic invasion; subdued 
Spain and Britain, leaving us the Basques 
(Iberians), and perhaps the Kelts of Ire- 
land, whose name and language is Aryan, 
but whose race is partly Aryan Kelt and 
mainly Cushite. Crossing to Africa, the 
races are mixed ; but the Cushiteslong ago 
circumnavigated the continent, and gave 
the light color which distinguishes them 
to the Berbers, Touareks, Gallas, and even 
to the Bechuanas of South Africa. Not 
yet content, he crosses the Atlantic, finding 
in Plato’s “Atlantis” a reminiscence of 
Cushite trade with America, and is in- 
clined to attribute to the same race the in- 
struction, if not the blood, which accom- 
plished the remains of Palenque. A vast 
generalization, certainly ; br not intrin- 
sically improbable. 

It is Mr. Baldwin’s merit that he has 
based a specious and perhaps true theory 
on extensive research and scanty facts. 
The idea of a Cushite civilization is not 
new tohim; but he has made it a unit, and 
given plausible reasons for tracing its 
origin to Arabia. It is his fault that he 
is everywhere prejudiced, determined to 
make a case, leaves nothing doubtful 
where the wisest scarce dare to express an 
opinion, charges the profoundest archeolo- 
gists with blindness and preposterous no- 
tions, and issues forth as many ev-cathedra 

must-have-beens as would be expected in 

& party sheet from an omniscient editor. 

This is his main fault; a fault not in his 

facts, but in the oracular certainty of his 

deductions. 

The question of dates is a most interest- 
fng one. Mr. Baldwin lays down the cor- 
rect principle, though somewhat pugna- 
ciously and offensively, that there is noth- 
ing sacred about any of the chronologies 
derived from the Bible. But it is curious 
to notice how he never fails to decide for 
the oldest of all conjectured dates, with the 
probability often of a few additional cen- 
turies or chiliads. It is, he says, “certain as 
anything can be” that Egypt's civilization 
dates back 5,000 years before Christ ; al- 
though Menes, the first recorded king, 
lived but 3,000 years B. C., according to 
the latest and best data—namely, a list, 
lately discovered and published, of the 
cartouches of 75 kings who lived previous 
to 1,500 B. C.; and no man has any data 
for assuming 2,000 years for the previous 
consolidation of separate civilized king- 
doms under a single government. Again, 
how does our author know that separate 
families of languages are “so radically and 
absolutely unlike that we find it impossi- 
ble to believe that they all proceeded from 

acommon source”? Linguistic science is 
content thus far with modestly saying that 
she cannot prove the unity of the human 
race. It is dogmatism to assert, on the 
basis of language, such unity to be im- 
possible. Similar dogmatism is that which 
(p. 318) rejects the “ development theory” — 
not on evidence, but because “ it dishonors 
human nature.” 

Some points of difficulty will occur to 
the careful reader. We should have liked 
proof that the upper castes, the Aryan 
whites of India, have lost their color by 
intermarriage with the Sudras of the Dra- 
vidian races. It would have been pleasant 
to see the proof that the languages of the 
peoples conquered by the Sanscrit race are 
allied with the Coptic rather than with 
Turanian tongues. We have only asser- 
tion that the undeciphered one of the two 
Assyrian languages was Cushite, and not 
Scythic. Only the necessities of his theory 
are adduced as proof that the Phenicians 
ever used any other than a Semitic lan- 
guage. We also notice with some sur- 
prise the scarcity of reference to the dis- 
coveries in Egyptology and Assyriolog 
made within the last ten years. 

Our notice of this book is hardly fair, for 
qe have been obliged to dwell on its de- 
fects; but its perusal has given us more 
satisfaction than dissatisfaction. We glad- 
ly add one name to the small list of Amer- 
ican Orientalists.

Putnam’s Magazine has the continuation 
of the romance “ To-Day.” “Incidents of 
the Spanish Struggle” is a vivacious 
article by a French Republican. “ My 
Man Antony” is an amusing sketch, with 
all the appearance of unexaggerated reali- 
ty about it. “The Right Honorable John 
Bright” ought to have been merely a piece 
of criticism, without any attempt at bio- 
grsphical or political history. The writer 
thoroughly appreciates Mr. Bright’s elo- 
quence and character, but evidently has 
little knowledge of English political life, 
and less of Mr. Bright’s personal history. 
The article is, therefore, full of mistakes. 
The active part assigned to Bright in the 
Reform agitation of 1831-2 is purely 
imaginary. So is his rushing home from 
Italy, in 1857, to “take part in the political 
drama” created by Palmerston’s appeal to 
the country on the Chinese question. His 
sudden appearance before his constituents at 
Manchester to justify the conduct of Cob- 
den and Milner Gibson isa myth. Bright 
was utterly broken down in health, and 
was trying to find rest —iirst in Italy, then 
in Algeria—while the whole struggle was 
going on; nor did he appearin England 
until long after it was over. In fact, the 
conduct of the Manchester people iu un- 
seating him was regarded as_pecul- 
iarly ungrateful and iguoble, because 
it was done at a time when the 
great orator could not appear in England 
to defend the policy of his friends and 
himself. The anecdote about Page Wood 
and Bright is preposterous. Theidea that 
Disraeli, at his entrance into literary and 
political life, was a bashful, sensitive young 
manis amazing. Disraeli first attracted 
attention by his surprising audacity, self- 
conceit, and impudence. Milner Gibson, 
when he was won over to the Anti-Corn 
Law League, was not “a Liberal to the 
heart’s core,” but a Tory. Bright was not 
more radical than Cobden, but less radical. 
There is nothing “aristocratic,” as the 
writer supposes, about the title of “ Right 
Honorable.” It is merely an official title, 
and bears no relation whatever to the title 
“ Honorable,” which is aristocratic. We 
notice many other mistakes in the article;

has always been exhibited in Germany. 
But to say that this is the purpose of Pro- 
fessor Tyler’s book is to convey about as 
satisfactory a notion of the book itse]f as 
if one were to attempt to describe the 
“Faery Queen” by stating the allegorical 
moral it is intended to illustrate, or to say 
that Dickens’s “Christmas Carol” is a 
treatise on the importance of keeping the 
Yule festival properly. For. Professor 
Tyler’s book is a story, a novel, a collec- 
tion of admirable sketches of character, a 
string of humorous essays: it is, in fact, 
anything in the literary way you please to 
call it, according to the light in which you 
prefer to view it. One thing, however, 
you cannot call it—you cannot call it 
dull. A little book more full of sound 
sense, of sparkling wit, of genuine racy 
humor, of scholarship, of shrewd obser- 
vation, and of heart we have not read for a 
long time. Observe with what ease and 
grace all its brilliants are hung upon a slen- 
der single string. In the village of Brawn- 
ville there is an enlightened party, which 
“ goes in” for establishing an athletic club, 
and inducing not merely the men, but the 
women of the place, to practice gymnastics; 
and to cultivate, by proper exercise, the 
science of health. There is another party, 
which opposes such an idea as frivolous, 
foolish, dangerous, unscriptural, and as 
tegards the ladies actually indelicate— 
in certain eyes, the worst of all characters 
anything can possibly have. The debates, 
and controversies, and wrangles of these 
opposing factions form the scaffolding on 
which the whole volume is built.

Every 
chapter and imcident is enriched and 
adorned by comment, by illustration, by 
appropriate quotafion, by all the varied 
powers of a fresh, original, and well-stored 
mind.

to biblical literature. These notes on 
Isaiah are not all that we wish. We want 
on the one hand a nicer criticism, on the 
other a clearer appreciation and interpre- 
tation of the Hebrew-poetry. Pastors will 
hardly exchange Delitzsch for this volume. 
But the people, more concerned with 
general interpretation than critical acu- 
men, will find ita profitable assistant in 
interpreting that grandest of all poetical 
contributions to any literature, the prophe- 
cies of Isaiah.

This increase 
of $49,802,210 in about three years is one 
of the most audacious acts of modern 
times. The capital stock of twenty-one 
railroads, quoted at the Stock Exchange in 
New York, has been increased from $157,- 
871,484 in 1862 to $265,828,149 in 1867, or 
at the rate of sixty-five per cent in five years. 
It is estimated that the increase of railway 
stock dealt in at the New York Stock Ex- 
change has been some $45,000,000 within 
the past three years. The great underly- 
ing secret at the bottom of these facts is 
the system of watering stocks in the inter- 
ests of speculators and managers, and to 
the damage and increased taxation of the 
public.

the botanical #icteria medica. In 
view of the history of adulteration from 
the earliest ages to the present day, and 
especially in view of the recent chemical 
revelations published by authority of the 
Board of Health, can any man or woman 
who needs a medicinal stimulant hesitate 
for a moment between such a preparation 
and the contaminated and the unmedicated 
liquors in common use us beverage? One 
test superior to all others, and which can- 
not err, has been applied to this prepara- 
tion—viz., the test of experience. For twenty 
years it has been doing good—strength- 
ening, restoring, sustaining. For more 
than two thousand years adulterated 
stimulants have been working evil— 
enfeebling, maddening, and slaying. The 
record is authentic and conclusive on both 
sides, and it is for the judicious and pru- 
dent to decide between the bane and the 
remedy. It would seem, however, that 
every rational being ought to prbfera mild 
and harmless preventive and curative, in 
small but efficient doses, to long and fre- 
quent gulps of active poison ! 

At the carousals of the ancient Egyp- 
tians the miniature semblance of a skele- 


the convivial board by a slave, and in turn 
presented to each guest.

gerous potations might be revived with 


every dram of polluted liquor, many 


untasted. 

It is to be hoped that the world will one 
day realize the fact that even a pure diffusive 
stimulant can only be useful for medicinal 
purposes, and that in order to utilize them 
they must first be combined with tonic and 
alterative vegetable substances. Upon the 
nature and proportions of these substances 
depends the efficacy of all alcoholic med- 
icines. No raw spirit, however carefully 
rectified and however free from adultera- 
tions, can be freely and frequently taken 
as a common drink without evil conse- 
quenees. Think, then, what must neces- 
sarily be the result of imbibing, habitually 
and in large quantities, liquors containing 


| oe oil end other deadly elements! 


done from time immemorial. Adultera- 
tion is considered a branch of trade. 
Those engaged in it do not stop to consider 
its consequences. Possibly they do not 
believe that the deleterious drugs they use 
produce the effects which science attributes 
to them. In other respects they are—many 
of them, at least—estimable men. It is 
not intended in this article to judge them 
over-harshly. But the fact, nevertheless, 
remains, and ought to be known and ap- 
preciated everywhere, that they deal in 
that which is inimical to life and health. 
No rational advocate of temperance can 
fail to see that, if deleterious stimulants 
were universally superseded by a whole- 
some tonic, to be used not as they are, for 
the purpose of exciting the brain, but 
solely as a medicine, the world would be 
a great gainer by the change. To place 
the advantage of this substitution ofa valu- 
able remedy for a demoralizing and de- 
structive class of stimulants before the pub- 
lic in its proper light is one of the objects 
ofthese remarks. To warn the community 
of the sad consequences which naturally 
result from the use of adulterated liquors 
in the hospital and the sick-room is 
another object. The question with the 
public should be, not whether this’or that 
interest is to be benefited by acting on the 
advice here given, but whether the state- 
ments upon which that advice is predicated 
are true. As regards this vital point in- 
quiry and investigation are invited.
